Interest is being revived in the 
proposed Misiouri Interurban Electric 
railway project, which four yaars ago 
was contemplated, but which plans 
were frustrated by the panic in finan­ 
cial circles. 
The intention is to have the line 
built from Sedalia to Prairie Home, 
and the work of securing the right of 
way is about completed, Mr. S. D. 
NoitIs, an experienced right-of-way! 
man, having been engaged on it for 
the past thirty days, and he has been 
meeting with encouragement from ev­ 
eryone. 
When the line was first proposed It 
was the intention to construct it on a 
right-of-way 60 feet wide, but now the 
proposition is for a width of 100 feet. 
If the proposition is successfully 
financed the line will be constructed 
on a substantial roadbed, and 
85- 
pound steel rails will be used, the line 
to be so constructed that a heavy, 
train could be operated over It if nec­ 
essary. 
The company at the head of the 
proposed line intend to conduce both 
a passenger and freight business, and 
will, if it is built, open up traffic 
through a section of the country not 
touched by any railroads at the pres­ 
ent time.

Short Measure Cette the Thirsty $12,- 
500,000 a Year, Says a Munich 
Statistician. 


A Munich statistician estimates that 
Germane last year were swindled out 
of $12,600,000 worth of beer, all 
through getting short measure, and 
this it seems has been going on sys­ 
tematically for years. No wonder that 
the beer drinkers of the fatherland 
are In a ferment of excitement about 
f t 
The discovery arose out of the prose- 
cotton In the courts of Munich, where 
beer drinkers forgather at the original 
fount, of a Mg beerhall proprietor 
and his staff of waiters who were ac* 
cosed of haMtually serving short 
measure with intent and malice afore­ 
thought; 
that la, their liter and 
half liter atalas never contained the 
quantity fixed by tow. 
The prosecution alleged that the 
brewery which stood behind the beer- 
hall made $62,600 a year extra profit 
by giving false measure. 
The case resulted in a conviction, 
hot the defendants brought scores of 
witnesses to prove that In Munich, 
Berlin, Letpslg and other German 
cities, and also in Vienna, short meas­ 
ure was always served. 
“No German in his Ufa,” said one 
witness, “has aver drunk an honest 
measure of beer.” 
Needless to say this tost revelation 
has made a painful impression.—New 
York Bun.

The only recourse now Is an ap­ 
peal to the pardon board tor a par­

for 
Dr. 
Cleminson. 
Mrs. 
Schmidt hopes that 
by telling her 
story to the board she can show 
that Dr. Cleminson is innocent. She 
is willing to do this, no matter what 
it may cost her again to recite her 
confession. 
Mrs. Schmidt will try to convince 
the pardon board that Instead of be­ 
ing at home on the night of the 
death of his wife, of whose murder 
he has been convicted, Dr. Clemin­ 
son was with her at his office. 
She told her story here following 
the conviction of the dentist, and 
explained that it was only Clem- 
inson’s refusal to permit her to do 
so that she did not go on the wit­ 
ness stand In his behalf. 
Cleminson said he lied on the wit­ 
ness stand when he said he was at 
home on the night of his 
wife's

In those 
days, IndianoTa, on Matagorda bay, 
since destroyed by tidal wave, was 
the great shipping point, and what 
was known s lj the Morgan liners in 
those days carried many cargoes of 
wool from the port. Today, the east­ 
ern wool buyer comes to Texas an­ 
nually, but instead of busing in ship 
loads, he buys wool by the train load,
